Yian lives. It has been estimated 
or a number of years that about 
0,000 people have been killed by 
fire in the United Slates. It is esti- 
mated that more than half of all 
our fires occur in Ihc homes. 
About 7,000 people are killed, and 
twice lhat number arc 
injured, 


every vear: many of the viclims 
arc 
as'phyxiatcd 
or 
trapped by 


smoke, fire gases and flames. 


Most 
industrial 
fires 
can 
be 


traced back to one of four general 
causes: 1. Open flames: 2. Friction; 
3 Eleclricity; 4. Chemical reaction. 


About 200 farm buildings burn 


every day in the United Slates and 
Canada and some 3,500 people a 
vear perish in these fires. Modern 
fire prevention and control arc as 
vet unknown in many farm and 
rural areas, but fire authorities 
are alert to the post-war impera- 
tive of seeing that proper protec- 
tion is provided throughout 
the 


country. 
Most farm fires can be traced to 


one ot the following: Defective 
chimneys and healing equipment, 
sparks on flammable roofs, light-
